Writers  Craft  Arts  Night,  MusicFest,  Violet,  debating  and  academic  competition 
awards  and  all  the  athletics,  arts  and  activities.  Always  a  highlight,  the  graduating 
students  brightened  our  February  with  their  vignettes  of  Ashbury  life.  The  school 
thrives  with  exceptional  student  leadership.  Bobby  Kelly,  School  Captain  and  Sophia 
Lai,  Student  Council  President  merit  our  thanks. 

Beyond  this  list  there  were  a  few  changes  this  year.  Expanding  art  classes  moved 
to  the  Anderson  gym  in  their  new  "Artinasium".  Green  school  initiatives  took  off 
with  "turn  out  the  lights"  and  composting,  and  football  moved  into  the  Seaway 
League  for  one  year. 

Most  significant  is  the  retirement  of  four  long-standing  teachers:  Hugh  Penton 
(40  years),  Leslie  Lahey  (30  years),  Tom  Street  (27  years)  and  Roberta  Cadieux  (20 
years).  In  addition,  Mr.  Sparks  (22  years)  will  be  on  special  leave  to  the  University 
of  Ottawa  as  Head  Coach  of  the  varsity  women's  team.  The  talent,  dedication  and 
caring  of  these  teachers  have  shaped  the  school  and  the  character  of  thousands  of 
students.
